V Those Homo sapiens who are interested in and capable 
of bringing into existence phenomena that are at the 
same time autonomous and aesthetic. The Homo sapiens 

of this group are not only inseparable from particular 
spatial and temporal coordinates (and hence from par- 
ticular gravitational and electromagnetic forces) but 
also are conscious of their inseparability from those 
coordinates. Such Homo sapiens are at the same time 
interested in and capable of regarding the world and 
all phenomena simultaneously from a first-person per- 
spective and from a third-person perspective that is 

to say from a learned/noninstinctual dialectical psy- 
chical perspective (this is the same stance it should 
be noted that must be freely assumed by all those Homo 
sapiens who are interested in and capable of appreci- 
ating aesthetically phenomena that are at the same time 
autonomous and aesthetic if those Homo sapiens are to 
be able to regard phenomena that are at the same time 
autonomous and aesthetic as ends unto themselves). 

From that stance a Homo sapiens of this group who is interested 
in and capable of doing so can bring into existence an im- 
mutable world without a past or future a world which 
possesses not only a corporeal but also a cognitive 
integrity of its own. From that stance a Homo sapiens 
of this group who is interested in and capable of doing so can bring 
into existence a "useless" public object that is meaning- 
ful in a highly particular manner not only to the cre- 
ator in question but also to all Homo sapiens at all 
spatial and temporal coordinates who are interested in 
and capable of regarding that world as an end unto it- 
self simultaneously from the first-person perspective 
and from the third-person perspective of a spatially 
and temporally situated Homo sapiens (phenomena that 
are autonomous and aesthetic are not addressed it must 
be understood to any given group of spatially and tem- 
porally situated Homo sapiens rather works of art are 
addressed to the conscious analytical mind at all spa- 
tial and temporal coordinates on the planet earth). 
From that stance a Homo sapiens of this group who is 
interested in and capable of doing so can bring into existence a vir- 
tually infinite number of autonomous-aesthetic phe- 
nomena the forms of which will all be unique--even if 

a given creator of works of art were to live his or 

her entire life at the same spatial coordinates he or 
she could bring into existence an unlimited number of 
works of art all of which were about the same second- 
ary content for art and all of those works of art would 
be unique. Pause at this point and rejoice in the human mind.
